The original house is no 
longer standing, but near the site 
the Oberlin alumni erected a cairn 
of field stones, four feet square 
at the base and eight feet high, 
and inserted in it a suitable tab- 
let bearing the following inscrip- 
tion: 


Charles Grandison Finney 


Educator-Evangelist 


President of Oberlin College 


Born near this site Aug 29, 1792 
Died Oberlin, Ohio, Aug. 16, 1875 


An address was made by W. F. 


Bohn, Assistant to the President, 
on the life and significance of the 
work of President Finney, and a 
number of representatives 
from 


the community also spoke in rem- 
iniscent fashion concerning Pres- 
ident Finney and other disting- 
uished men who had lived in War- 
ren. 
This town now containing 


a very small 
population, 
was 


formerly an educational center of 
some importance, from which a 
number' of distinguished men and 
women went out in the pioneer- 
ing days 
of the 
last 
century, 


among whom may be mentioned 
Rev. 
John Smith Griffin, a pTon- 


eer missionary in Oregon, histor- 
ically connected in an important
